ering ruins of the overall factory of 
the Biughampton 
Clothing company. 


Not until the tangled 
mass of brick 


and. steel has been removed will the 
full extent of yesterday tragedy be 
known. 
Conservative estimates 
place 
the, 
number of dead at more than fifty. 
About one hundred 
twenty-five em- 
ployes, mostly women and girls were 
trapped in the burning walls. Of these 
only forty-one are known to have es- 
caped. Sixteen charred bodies as yet 
unidentified 
were 
recovered 
last 
night. The identified dead are: Nel- 
lie Connor, Sydney Dimmick, Mary 
Cregan. Miss Fulmer, Louise Hart- 
wdll, Mrs. Alvin White, Mary Prior.

The exact number of persons who 
perished may never be known. The 
list of employes is in the ruins. Only 
six of the bodies recovered have been 
identifed. 
A careful 
estimate today 
places the1 number

building at the time the fire started 
at about 111. 
Of these only 53 are 
known to have been saved. 
Fifteen bodies charred beyond rec- 
ognition are at the morgue. 
Seven 
injured are in thet hospitals; forty- 
six less seriously hurt are at their 
homes.

by relatives as missing and 26 others 
are unaccounted for.

Plans for, the extension, improve 
ment and reduction in rates of : the 
parcel post were announced on Satur 
day by Postmaster General Burleson 
which will affect Janesville shipper 
materially.

The changes which are to become ei 
fective on Aug. 15, include an increas 
from eleven pounds to twenty pound 
in the maximum weight of parcels; a 
material reduction in 
the postag 
rates in the first and second zone, an< 
the abandonment of the parcel pos 
map as a means of computing rate 
and the substitution for it of a rat 
chart individualized to every postoffic 
in the "United States. The plans con 
template the purchase of a large num 
her of automobiles to be used exclu 
sively for the delivery of parcel pos 
matter. First Extension Step. 
While, for the present, the max' 
mum weight limit of twenty pound 
and the reduction in rates will applj 
only to the first and 
second 
zones 
from any given postoffice—a distanc 
of about 150 miles—the changes d: 
rected constitute . the first long ste. 
toward a universal extension of 
th' 
system and a general reduction in tin 
rates o£ postage on parcel matter. 
"It is my expectation and belief, 
said Postmaster 
General 
Burleson 
"that eventually—and it may be fit 
teen or twenty years—the postal ser 
vice will handle practically all of'the 
small package transportation busines 
in the United States. The maximuir 
weight 
limit, extended 
now 
from 
eleven to twenty pounds, I expect tc 
see increased to 100 'pounds, and ex 
perience may demonstrate

Statistics collected by the depart- 
ment show that quite one-third of the 
total number of parcels mailed are 
handled within the proposed first and 
second zones, and the postmaster gen- 
eral believes 
the increase in 
the 


weight limit and the reduction of the 
rates of postage in the first and sec- 
ond zones, as proposed, will benefit 
greatly more than one-third of 
the 
public, and that the producer, the con- 
sumer and the local merchant will 
profit'materially by the changes. 
He 
points out, too, that the farmers, who 
.were led to anticipate much benefit 
from the parcel post service, will be 
afforded a .cheap means of transpbrt- 
ing their products directly to the con- 
sumer and that the local 
merchants 
whose trade does not justify the em- 
ployment of extensive' delivery ser- 
vice also will be benefited, as the sy- 
stem will put him. in close touch with 
his customers. 
At the outset it was estimated that 


300,000,000 parcel's would be handled 
during the first year of the operation 
of the parcel post system, but it now 
appears from the statistics that, in- 
fluenced by the changes proposed, the 
service will be so popularized that the 
number of parcels carried during the 
ensuing twelve months will be more 
than double the original estimate. 
Prepare New Rate Sheet. 
The rate sheet which is to be usea 
as a substitute for the parcel post map 
will be prepared as soon as practi- 
cable and attached to the parcel post, 
guide. The rate chart, to he made for 
each separate postoffice, will be work- 
ed out from the focal point of the unit 
in which the postoffice is located. The 
simplicity of the plan, it is thought, 
will make easily determinable the rate 
of postage from that unit to any other 
on any rnailable parcel and will great- 
ly facilitate 
the handling of 
parcel 


post-matter at postoffice windows. 
The insurance fee, which originally

ODD FEATURES CONTAINED 


IN WILL OF SWEETSER

Boston, Mass., July 23.—One of the 


oddest wills that has ever come be- 
fore the Essex county probate court 
was brought up for hearing at Salem 
today.. The will is that of Tbomas 
W. Sweetser, who died about sixty 
years ago. The unique feature of 
the will is a provision for furnishing 
the poor of Salem with cook stoves. 
It is stipulated that $10,000 be paid 
to the city o£ Salem, that this be put 
on interest at 6 per cent forever, and 
that $.600 be spent annually in buy- 
ing stoves and utensils for the poor. 
Why this odd provision of the will 
has not been carried out during the 
sixty years that have elapsed since 
the testator's death is expected to be 
made plain at the present hearings be- 
fore the court.

living by eatcifmg frogs, if the Spool- 
bill upon the 
subject 
of frogs 
is 


enacted into law, H. L,. Weed, a for- 
mer senator from Oshkosh., directed a 
letter to members of the legislature 
today, asking them 
to 
defeat 
the 
measure. 
The only frog farm Known 


to exist is located between the cities 
of Oshkosh and Fond du Lac. 


Mr. Weed says that if the bill is 
rnaeted into law the frog farm indus- 
try will be ruined. 
He also claims 


that the United States government 
is about to establish a frog farm, fol- 
lowine the idea of the one established : 
in Winnebngo county. The Spo.or bill | 
as amended will make the months of, 
March and April a closed season for 
frOETS. 


"It has been stated by the support- 
er of the bill," says Mr. Weed "that 
frog meat to the amount of $150,000, 
annually ig shipped from this state 
to Chicago. New York and other mar-!
